Bur on Jan. I. 2000 many establishments across the Region had to 
force their loyal smoking patrons to light-up outside. 

To the dismay of many business owners, however, there were sc 
cral exemptions 10 these laws. Private clubs, such as legions, ai 
workplaces were not required to follow the new regulations. 

For two years, life went on this way and it seemed the public w 
accepting the changes. 

That was until a couple of weeks ago when council decided 
toughen the bylasv by removing the exemptions.
